Faint 
remarks arc heard that the speculation is in- 
spired by desire to discredit Washington, but 
they avail nothing against the reality of 
drought shortage. Perhaps the professors 
will get around in time to the consumer. The 
drought will cost him enough without adding 

something for visionary experiments."

In , this program police departments, 
automobile manufacturers, insurance companies and all 
others interested in traffic safety, are always ready to 
lend a hand to provide demonstrations, speakers, lecture 
courses, booklets, pamphlets and other material. 

Statistics for 1932 show that 11,9^0 driven under 
18 were involved in accidents, although few states per- 
mit youngsters of that age to handle a car alone in 
public. 

There is no better place to instill the- principles of 
any- subject than in a school.

Girls will drive more frequently 
than they will cook, but cooking is taught in modern 
schools.
